DRAMAT BREAKING 
GROUND FOR PLAY 


Prof. Adam Addresses Meeting, 
Describing Modern Drama 
nd Granville Barker 


A well attended meeting of the 
Dramatic Society was held at 4:30 
p.m. on Monday, January 11th, when 
Professor J. Adam delivered a very 
enjoyable lecture on “Modern Drama 
and the Contribution of Granville 
Barker.” 

In his opening remarks the chair- 
man explained’ that the purpose of 
the meeting was not only to give the 
audience an opportunity of unproving 
their knowledge of the modern 
drama, but also to form an introduc- 
tion to a study of Granville Barker’s 
work in general, and “The Voysey 
Inheritance” in particular. This had 
been arranged for the benefit of all 
those wishing to try-out for the 
spring play. : 

Professor Adam opened his lecture 
with a brief history of the develop- 
ment of the modern play. He point- 
ed out that \during the 19th century 
there was a long dearth of great 
plays due to the fact that everything 
was sacrificed for popular form. 
“Plays had become a pageantry... 
and out of all this pompous splen- 
dour no play has survived to mark 
the glory of its stage.? The speaker 
pointed out that during the nine- 
teenth century plays were not read, 
and the acting of “legitimate” drama 
was confined to two theatres till 
1840. Then came a change. The 
romantic drama showed signs of a 
movement towards reform, and there 
appeared first in France the great 
plays of Maeterlinck and Rostaud and 
later in England Stephen Phillip’s 
“Herod,” ‘Paolo and Francesca,” 
Masefield’s “Philip the King” and 
“Abraham Lincoln” of our own day. 

Referring to the fact that before 
rthe modern movement the common 
everyday character only served as 
material for comedies, the drama of 
today, the drama of realism deals 
with the bourgeois classes and seeks 
.to portray the sociological conditions 
of their lives. Professor Adam traced 
this influence from the appearance of 
Ibsen’s “Doll’s House” in 1879 
through Shaw’s plays, and thus led 
up to Granville Barker, Shaw’s dis- 
ciple and collaborator. 

Granville Barker, he explained, has 
produced some of the most original 
and effective plays of modern times. 
As a producer he did Shaw a great 
service, making his plays popular in 
England, and he’has since become a 
great playwright. 


In 1905 William Archer started 
and Granville Barker completed, “The 


Voysey Inheritance,” the production 
of which marked a red-letter day in 
the theatre world. This play, which 
is to be produced by the Dramatie 
Society this spring, is regarded as 
one of the greatest achievements of 
modern dramatists. It does not be- 
long to the commercial theatre of 
today, which accounts for it not hav- 
ing been staged very frequently. “It 
assumes. an intellectual interest on 
the part of the audience, and few 
managers have been willing to risk its 
production on that account.” 

In Elizabethan times, Professor 
Adam pointed out, people read plays 
and the vogue is.returning, because 
plays are becoming once more worth 
reading. “No form of art is ever 
revived in quite the same way,’ the 
speaker quoted. Great artists are in- 
novators, not imitators, and this is 
especially apparent in “The Voysey 
Inheritance.”” He compared the lat- 
ter play with the Shakespearean 
drama, and pointed out that “The 
Voysey Inheritance’ come to close 
grips with actualities of contempor- 
ary social changes with the purpose 
of drawing our attention to them. In 
some respects Granville Barker is 
more successful as a dramatist than. 
Shaw, as the latter is often merely 
a dialectician, whereas Granville 


-Barker is never so. 


“The Voysey Inheritance” as a 
character study avoids the usual 
theme of the Romantie drama, the 
sex problem. The principal charac- 
ter has a struggle, only possible to 
a man of real character, a noticeable 
contrast to many modern plays which 
deal with inferior types of humanity. 

In closing, Professor Adam told 
che Dramatic Society that in attempt- 
ing to stage “The Voysey Inherit- 
ance” they were undertaking a really 
difficult task: “If it. is at all suc- 
cessful it will be a triumph, and even 
if only fairly well done it will be 
worth a hundred other inferior 
plays.”’ 3 

In concluding, the-chairman thank- 
ed Professor Adam for his very able 
and instructive lecture, and made an 
announcement to the effect that the 
try-outs would be held during the 
week under the direction of Professor 
Adam, Dr. Hardy and Miss Gold.

STUDENTS’ COURT 
REMANDS ACCUSED 


Case of Students Hailed as Heroes 
by Some, as Desperadoes by - 
Others, Still Up. in, Air 


‘Tuesday, January 11, Arthur Willis 
and Robert Hill were arraigned be- 
fore the Students’ Court on a charge 
of conduct detrimental to, the student 
body in connection with the Satur- 
day night episode. 

Clarence Campbell acted as counsel 
for the accused, and Neil Primrose 
appeared for the Students’ Union. 
The accused through their counsel 
pleaded technically not guilty. 

Hill took the stand in the defence 
of himself and Willis, and gave a 
detailed account of the whole epi- 
sode. On examination-in-chief by the 
crown and on ‘cross-examination by 
his own counsel, he related how the 
affair had been planned as a retalia- 
tion against some students for play- 
ing a joke on a freshman the night 
previous. He also explained to the 
court that when they (the accused) 
learned that the police were on the 
ground, they immediately explained 


'the whole situation, as it had gone 


further than they had anticipated. 
Bruce Macdonald was called as a 


-crown witness, and gave evidence re- 


garding the affair. He was cross- 
examined by Mr. Campbell, and evi- 


dence was adduced to show that the} 


police were unduly annoyed by over- 
excited students. 

The judges ruled against the ad- 
mission of Mr. Macdonald’s opinion 
and that of the House Committee. 


-They also ruled against the admis- 


sion of opinion evidence for the de- 
fence, which Mr. Campbell contended 
would show this matter was not taken 
as seriously by city authorities as the 
crown witness had contended. 

After fifteen minutes adjourn- 
ment the court remanded the accused 
for one week, stating that their 
scholastic record and good character 
was greatly in their favor, but at the 
same time this episode could not be 
considered too lightly.

Dear Sir,—I was very much inter- 
ested in an article by Mr. Dhami, 
which appeared in the Christmas issue 
of The Gateway. In picturing the 
life of the Indian farmer, however, 
Mr. Dhami makes a most amazing 
statement, which, I suspect, includes 
several inaccuracies. Mr. Dhami says: 

does he (the passer-by) know 
that ‘the farmer is forced to contri- 
bute nearly 75 per cent. of his in- 
come to fill the bursting coffers of 
the British Government? He is levied 
with heavy taxes, but he is notallow- 
ed to vote for their raising or lower- 
ing. He is even deprived of having. 
any voice in suggesting how his 
money should be consumed. .... it 
is none of his business to take any 
interest in method of government by 
which he is being ruled.” 


Of course, it is absurd to say that 
the British government receives the 
taxes, so I presume Mr. Dhami meant 
the Central Government. The British 
Government receives no more Indian 
taxes than it does Canadian taxes. I 
take the meaning, then, that the Cen- 
tral Government of India receives 75 
per cent. of the produce of 230 mil- 
lions of people! Besides this, the 
Indian must support by taxes his 
municipality, governed by a council, 
generally composed wholly of native 
members, and the provincial govern- 
ment, whose elected assembly con- 
sists of from 60 to 70 per cent. of 
natives. One would think from this 
that, after paying his taxes, the far- 
mer would find himself quite unable 
to obtain the various foods he eats 
with' such gusto in Mr. Dhami’s 
article. I cannot think of any term 
which would- describe the state of 
Great Britain’s finances more inac- 
curately than does “bursting coffers.” 


It is true that at present the In- 
dian does not control. the expendi- 
tures of the Central Government, but 
it only receives a fraction of the 
total taxes; native-controlled bodies 
spend the rest. 


The Statesman’s Year Book for 
1926 is authority for the statement 
that in. most cases every member of 
the municipal councils is a native, 


and in every case a majority are, 


natives, and in the provincial assem- 
blies, in every case but one, 70 per 
cent. of the members are natives. 


From, these fatts I cannot see any 
conclusibn but that Mr. Dhami has 
made a serious error, and that the 
Indian farmer has the same incentive 
as the Canadian to take an interest 
in the government by which «he is 
being ruled. 

Unfortunately it was found quite 
difficult to obtain exact and pertin- 
ent figures, but I think that the 
odium of proof rests on the gentle- 
man responsible for statements so 
startling as those brought forward 
by Mr. Dhami,

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ENGINEERS HEAR 
TOPICAL PAPERS 


Making and Selling: of Electricity 
and Briquetting Discussed 


The Engineering Students’ Society 
held a successful meeting on Mon- 
day, January 11th, in 111 Arts, when 
papers were: read by H. Ferguson, 
President of the Society, and by H. 
Hunter. 

Mr. Ferguson spoke on “Demand 
Meters and Demand Rates.” He re- 
viewed the practice of generating and 
marketing electricity as carried out 
by the Puget Sound Power and Light 
Company of Seattle, discussing the 
fixing of rates and the various fac- 
tors, such as peak loads, which must 
be considered. 

Rates are based ona predetermined 
demand for each consumer, discounts 
being given on all electricity used 
over and above the demand. Special 
meters are used, known as “demand 
meters,” Mr. Ferguson describing the 
various types and the construction of 
the more important ones, working out 
numerical examples on the board, 
illustrating the method of use. 

Mr. Hunter chose as his: subject, 
“TKe Canmore Briquet Plant,’ and 
having been engaged on its construc- 
tion, was well qualified for his task. 
He described the economic. conditions 
leading to the plant’s construction, 
and gave a statement of the quality 
of coal used and its. fitness for 
briquetting. 

He then went on todescribe the 
construction and operation of the 
plant in detail. The slack coal is 
screened to separate it from the lar- 
ger sizes, after which it passes 
through a dryer which removes exces- 
sive mixture. It is then crushed into 
small particles and fed into a paddle 
mixer, where a definite amount of 
hot liquified asphalt is thoroughly 
mixed with the slack. This mixture 
is heated and made plastic in a steam- 
jacketed agitated container, known 
as a fluxer, from which the slack 
passes between two heavy cylinders 
with cupped surfaces, which ,com- 
press .the material into briquets, 
which are cooled and loaded for ship- 
ment. 

Both papers were illustrated by 
diagrams and photographs which were 
flashed on the screen. 

A vote of thanks was moved after 
a considerable discussion of the 
papers, and the meeting adjourned. 


PAVEY ADDRESSES 
COMMERCE CLUB 


| Prominent Local Manufacturer 


Speaks. on “Salesmanship”’ at 
Tuesday’s Luncheon 


Mr. J. H, Pavey, President of the 
Manufacturers’ Section of the Ed- 
monton Board of Trade, was the 
speaker at the regular luncheon of 
the Commerce Club on Tuesday, Jan. 
12. Mr. Pavey’s subject was “Sales- 
manship and High Pressure Selling.” 

The speaker reviewed the various 
forms of selling, its place in every 
walk of life, and\its necessity for 
success in business\.. He then dis- 
eussed the different types of sales- 
men, from the “hawker” to the high 
quality specialty representative, out, 
lining the field of activity, scope and 
possibilities of each type. 

The prerequisites, of a first-class 
salesman were then summed up. The 
price and package being excluded, 
the requirements narrow themselves 
to those of a personal nature. 

First and foremost, it is necessary 
to have a complete knowledge of the 
article, service, or commodity to be 
sold. Not only a knowledge of ‘its 
history and method of manufacture 
must be possessed, but a similar 
knowledge of competing lines. 

Mr. Pavey urged upon his auditors 
the great need for responsibility to, 
and consideration for, their custom- 
ers. ‘The one hundred per cent. suc- 
cessful salesman has a good knowl- 
edge of himself, of other people, of 
his goods, of similar goods, and of 
selling. He must be of neat appear- 
ance and able to both talk and listen 
well, so as to give his product a 
rchance and in order to get the buyer’s 
point of view. 

Moreover, the salesman must ,be 
“on his toes” all the time. He must 
have an abundant supply of energy 
to rise above mediocrity to success.

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SPLENDID ADDRESS 
TO FRENCH CLUB 


“The fathers of our country are 
those Christian martyrs who sacri- 
ficed their lives in the Canadian wilds 
over three hundred years ago,” de- 
clared Rev. Pére D’Orsonnens in a 
splendid address which he delivered 
to the French Club on Wednesday. 

The recent canonization of these 
men has given their names added in- 
terest, but historians have always 
been united in ‘calling heroes these 
Jesuit missionaries who came to 
Canada to Christianize the Indians. 
Champlain brought Jesuits with him 
to the colony, and by their writings 
these men -attracted Frenchmen to 
the new land. Their ideas on immi- 
gration sound very modern, for they 
claimed that to have a good colony 
there must. be good colonists. 

Another task of the missionaries 
was to make good citizens of these 
colonists. They built a seminary and 
a college, the first institutions of 
their kind in North America. This 
college has prospered, and today 
there are many colleges and high 
schools in Canada who use it as a 
model. Moreover, its graduates oc- 
cupy many of the most important 
posts in the Dominion. Thus we find 
that not only the cause of religion 
owes much to the martyrs, but also 
the cause of education.

‘Wh 
should we participate in outside ac- 
tivities?” he asks. This man happens 
to be deep in the intricacies of a 
math problem, but nobly refrains 
from choking our hero and gives the 
first reply that comes into his head 
which may or may not be a good 
one. A few remarks on this reply 
form the last paragraph. of the theme 
and the student breathes a sigh of 
relief and says to the first English 
elassmates he meets in the hall, “‘Got 
your theme done? I ere oe 
Exponent.
